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In a Corner 


Washington Notes: There was 
time to persuade Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Benson into a corner for 

an all - too - brief 
talk. The occa- 
sion was a cock- 
tail party to 
which he felt 
duty bound to 
put in an ap- 
pearance. The 
secretary, a ded- 
icated leader of 
the Church of 
Latter Day Saints 
(Mormon) was uncomfortable. 
Mormons are teetotalers and re- 
gard alcohol in any form as the 
devil in disguise. His hands were 
empty. He was not resorting, 
even, to the glass of ginger ale 
which some nondrinkers employ 
to keep down the inevitable pest 
who thinks everyone should have 
glass in hand. A convivial gentle- 
man came up and shook hands. 


“Do you recommend milk for a 
hangover, Mr. Secretary?’ he 
asked. “I may need some in the 
morning.” 


The secretary smiled tolerantly. 


“T'yve recommended it for al- 
most everything but that,” he said 
pleasantly. “I trust you wont 
need it.” 


Withdrawing deeper into the 
corner, I brought the questioning 
back to agriculture. I long have 
nursed the idea that the secretary 
basically was right in saying that 
high supports and parity payments 
were not the panacea some claim. 
The trouble goes deeper. Even 
though industry and employes are 
protected by tariffs, quotas, 
wage-and-hour laws, and union 
contracts, the plight of agriculture 
can’t be solved by similar laws. 


Small Farmer 


I suggested that the small 
farmer, tragically and unhappily, 
could not long endure despite the 
sentimental and political wish to 
help him survive. 


“That is true,” said the secre- 
tary. “I have been charged with 
being an enemy of the small 
farmer. I am not. I came from 
small-farm people. I know the 
value of that life so long as it is 
possible to maintain it on the 
basis of the old image of it. 


“But the painful truth is that if 
you paid the small, inefficient 
farmer 200 per cent parity, he 
still could not make it. He, with 
his mortgaged tractor, his 90-or-50 
acres, simply cannot put his pork, 
corn or cotton on the market in 
competition with that from the 
great farms using automation. 


“Perhaps the best illustration of 
what I mean,” he said, “is the 
tremendous development of the 
broiler and egg business in the 
small farm area of the South At- 
lantic states and others in the 
Southeast. Here we saw a great 
switch from small-crop farms to 
broilers and eggs. In the begin- 
ning the operators were all small. 
But today, the change is to large, 
automated operators. ‘These are 
the ones which can cut costs and 
compete. The others can’t. The 
small operators will decline. No 
one is glad about this, or seeks 
to bring it about. The same is 
true of the small farmer.” 


Personal Experience |

A 47-year-old confirmed dope addict left a Fulton

urt judge open-mouthed with amazement 


Monday by charging that “‘dope is easier to get” at 
Georgia State Prison at Reidsville than it is in Atlanta. 

The prisoner made the assertion in pleading with 
Judge Charles A. Wofford to send him to a govern- 
ment hospital for dope addicts to ‘‘take a cure’”’ rather 
than send him back to the state prison in Tattnall 


County. 


“I spent five years down there and I came out a 
worse addict than I was when I went in,” the prisoner 


told the judge. 


GUILTY PLEA ACCEPTED 


Judge Wofford accepted the man’s plea of guilty 
to two counts of violating the state’s dangerous drugs 
act, then asked for an investigation by the Adult 
Probation office to see if he can be admitted to a 


government hospital. 


Later the prisoner agreed to an interview with a 
Constitution reporter to give details about dope traf- 
fic at the state prison “if no names are used.”’ He ex- 
pressed fear that if he gave information and were 
later sent back to Reidsville, “they’d make it tough 


for me.” 


Judge Wofferd said the man’s statement left him 
“open-mouthed with. amazement that such a thing 
could be going on in an institution where people are 
incarcerated for doing the very same thing.” 


OFFICER AGREES 


After the man had been given a one-year sen- 
tence on his plea, Detective Berlyn Compton, the 
officer who arrested him for possessing a dangerous 
drug and obtaining it under a fictitious name, said, 
“It’s a known fact that it’s (dope) easier to get down 


there than it is in Atlanta. 


“We can get statements from various dope-heads 


to that effect,”’ he added. 


Prison officials at Reidsville, the prisoner said in 
the interview, “have done all they could do about” 
stopping the dope traffic. Guards have been fired and 
other steps have been taken, he explained. 

The prisoner’s record shows he went to Reidsville 
May 10, 1951, ona five-year burglary sentence, which 
he said he got by participating in a drugstore break- 
in to get some drugs. At the time of the burglary, he 
said he was “pretty goofy” on nembutal, commonly 


known as “‘yellow jackets.” 
He said that he went 


into the store because his

One of the largest search parties in Georgia’s his- 
tory began crunching and probing its way through 
thickly wooded and swampy areas near Forest Park 
Monday night, hunting for two youngsters taken from 
home by their father earlier in the day.

$389 Million Voted 


For Jobless Regions 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Senate put a new dent 
in President Eisenhower’s balanced budget hopes Mon- 
day night by narrowly approving a $389,500,000 bill to 
aid areas plagued by chronic unemployment. 


Disregarding veto warnings, the 
Senate passed the measure after 
voting 53-43 to defeat a 53-million- 
dollar administration bill. Also 
defeated 70-24 was a proposed 200- 
million-dollar compromise. 


The vote on final passage was 
49-46—far short of the two-thirds 
majority needed to override a 
veto. 


$110 MILLION LARGER 


The bill now goes to the House 
where a similar measure is under 
committee study. 


The approved bill, which was 
sponsored by 34 Democrats and 5 
Republicans, is 110 million dollars 
larger than a similar bill vetoed 
by President Eisenhower last 
year. Some GOP candidates 
blamed his action for subsequent 
Republican election reverses in 
key industrial states. 


The new bill would include 300 
million dollars in loans and 75 
million in grants to help economi- 
cally - distressed communities at- 
tract new industries. The federal 
government would foot 65 per 
cent of the bill. 


TRAINING FUND OKAYED 


Also included in the bill was 10 
million dollars to train unem- 
ployed workers in new jobs and 
4% million dollars in ‘‘technical 
assistance” grants to depressed 
areas. 


Sen. Hugh Scott (R-Pa.) urged 
approval of his 200-million-dollar 
compromise to avert a possible 
presidential veto. GOP Leader 
Everett M. Dirksen (Ill.) predict- 
ed such action last Friday if Con- 


gress approved anything near 
Monday’s bill. 


But only 21 Republicans and 
three Democrats supported 
Scott’s proposal. It was over- 
whelmed by a combination of 58 
Democrats and 12 Republicans.

MOSCOW—The United States 
told the Kremlin Monday there 
was a “strong presumption” that 


the Soviet trawler Novorossisk 
had broken a trans-Atlantic sub- 
marine telecommunications cable 
in five places last month while 
fishing near Newfoundland. 


A note delivered to the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry demanded that 
Moscow take “such measures as 
are necessary to punish those who 
may be found to be guilty.” 


The note said the Soviet trawler 
had been spotted in the area from 
the time the first break occurred 
Feb. 21. The second break was 
made on Feb. 24 and the other 
three occurred on Feb. 25. 


INVESTIGATION CITED 


The note said the investigation 
by the boarding party from the 
USS Roy O. Hale had shown that 
the Soviet vessel’s trawling lines 
had been snapped as though it 
had been subjected to “sudden 
strain such as could have bee 
caused by the snagging gear.” 


Evidence reported by the cable 
repair ship Lord Kelvin, said the 
note, stated that the cable had 
been “badly scraped and scuffed 
for about a mile east of the 
break.” 


“The cable had been severed 
by cutting,” the note added. ‘“The 
technical opinion is that such evi- 
dence indicates that a trawler had 
picked up the cable with its drag, 
then having pulled it on deck, had 
cut it to release the nets.” 
REJECTS PROTEST 

The note also rejected a Soviet 
protest against the boarding of 
the trawler by the crew of the 
U.S. Naval vessel Roy O. Hale in 
the vicinity of the cable breaks. 

The Soviet Union had denied 
that the Navorossisk was respon- 
sible for the breaks. 


The boarding was carried out 
by an officer an dfour enlisted 
men. Although the master of the 
trawler was described as having 
been friendly and cooperative dur- 
ing the 70-minute boarding, Mos- 
cow protested March 4 against 
the U. S. action.

At Jangling ‘Telephone in Apt. I’

The phone rang loudly in Apt. 
1 Monday night. 


That's the Blair Village apart- 
ment where Mrs. E. M. Norton 
sat awaiting news of her children. 
Police and volunteer search par- 
ties were to telephone as soon as 
her children were found—regard- 
less of how they were found.

In case anybody had any doubts about 
it, Gov. Vandiver resolved the issue of 
State Highway Department finances yes- 
terday in one simple sentence, to wit: 
“Of course, the highway department is 
bankrupt.” 

In an address to the County Commis- 
sioners Assn., meeting in Atlanta Mon- 
day and Tuesday, the governor quite 
candidly discussed the state of Georgia’s 
finances and cold-shouldered any idea of 
additional taxes until such time as com- 
plete government reorganization and 
economies can be effected. 

In so doing, the governor cited the 
mutual responsibility of state and county 
governments to straighten out the maze 
of mismanagement which has resulted in 
the present plight. Implied, if not said, 
was the fact that county governments 
themselves must share some of the blame 
as they must share the consequences. 

One reason for the present crisis, of 
course, has been the increasing cost of lo- 
cal government to the state and a will- 
ingness on the part of both to shift more 
and more of the burden to the state treas- 
ury as a matter of policy. This has been 
done in some cases without definite for- 
mulas and, as in the case of roads, with- 
out equality among counties and without 
thought of the future in maintenance and 
payment of debts. 

All these things the governor spelled 
out in considerable detail. Cost of state 
participation in school operations, wel- 
fare, health programs, state institutions, 
road programs and other activities has 
continued to grow. At the same time, 
waste and inefficiency and corrupt prac- 
tices have helped to dissipate the state 
surplus and spending now exceeds outgo 
by 22 million dollars a year. 

In effect, the governor told the com- 
missioners that for the time being the 
highway program is going to suffer the 
consequences of the expensive authority 
financing of rural-roads construction and 
of other wasteful practices. Little money 
will be avgilable for 100 per cent state- 
aid roads, maintenance will continue to 
suffer and it will be tough sledding to 
match federal funds in federal-aid pro- 
grams. Cutbacks in other areas are nec- 
essary, too, while the state tries to bal- 
ance income with outgo. 

Urging caoperation in restoring or- 
der in fiscal operations, Gov. Vandiver 
was as right as rain in saying, “‘as surely 
as the night follows the day, a bankrupt 
state means, in the final analysis, bank- 
rupt county governments as far as most 
essential services are concerned.” 

And when 159 counties are in- 
volved, the ultimate consequence of 
breakdown of local governments certainly 
should be apparent to all county offi- 
cials.

Educators Say ‘No’

ground war is impossible. Our 
debt to West Berlin arises out 
of its importance as an outpost 
of democracy, the present plight 
of whose people is largely due 
to the grave mistakes of our 
Western leaders and their ap- 
proach to peace in 1945. They 
did not even reduce to writing 
guarantees of free access to the 
city which they left as an island 
in a Communist sea. In this sit- 
uation negotiation is imperative 
and has been accepted in prin- 
ciple by all the powers. 

Logically negotiation can find 
other and better guarantees for 
West Berliners than war or a 
continuance of the fantastic status 
quo. If they haven't got such 
guarantees, as the Soviet dead- 
line draws near, the United 
States, keeping its garrison in 
Berlin, should take the case to 
the United Nations. 

Meanwhile the negotiators have 
a second obligation which all 
Americans share: The achieve- 
ment of conditions in Central 
Europe better suited than at 
present to peace and German 
reunification. Obviously the lat- 
ter cannot be won for a reunited, 
rearmed Germany as a military 
member of either. NATO or the 
Warsaw Pact. It would be man’s 
ultimate madness if the atomic 
powers should plunge us all into 
a nuclear war of possible an- 
nihilation on the issue of rearm- 
ing the nation primarily respon- 
sible for two world wars.

Mary remembered how on a 
star-studded night in Bethlehem 
an angel of the Lord spoke unto 
her. His words she had long 
treasured in her heart. During the 
long and weary months of the im- 
mediate past she had hoped that 
her Son would be spared the 
agonizing torture of crucifixion. 
Her love was a mother’s love. 

And Christ in those fleeting 
moments upon the Cross remem- 
bered the loving care His mother 
had shown Him.

There came to His mind the 
recollections of work and play, of 
guidance and instruction within 
the family circle. At Mary’s knee 
He had first heard the Word of 
God. At her side He had first wor- 
shipped in the synagogue. 

Christ would no longer be able 
to succor His mother in her need 
and no longer would He receive 
words of confident assurance from 
her. But He could not bear to 
leave her comfortless and neg- 
lected. 

“When Jesus therefore saw His 
mother, and the disciple standing 
by, whom He loved. He saith unto 
His mother, Woman, behold thy 


son—Then saith He to the dis- 
ciple, Behold thy mother!” 

The disciple John should there- 
after be to Mary as a son to 
provide and care for her during 
the remainder of her days. John, 
who had often been a welcomed : 
guest in the Nazareth home, ac- | 
cepted this responsibility of lov- : 
ing devotion. 

Three ideas are suggested by 
this third Word. First, Jesus 
acknowledged the responsibility of 
a child to care for a parent. Sec- 
ond, John accepted his respon- 
sibility to his Friend. Third, Jesus 
re-emphasized His belief that 
through love all men become 
members of one great human fam- 
ily. For Jesus did not say to John, 
“May My mother henceforth be- 
come a guest in your house.” 
Rather He said, ‘‘“May My mother 
be as a mother to you and may 
you become her son.” 

In the centuries which followed, 
Christians captured the spirit of 
Christ. Men of faith became mem- 
bers of the family of God in which 
all men are brethren in the fra- 
ternity of God. The spirit of the 
intimate family circle was en- 
larged to include the world.

To Examine 


600 Wards 


The Fulton County Welfare Board is again wres- 
tling with the problem of who should provide medical 
examinations for welfare applicants and clients. 


Several years ago, after an 
unsuccessful hassle with Grady 
Hospital authorities, the board 
had to hire its own physician to 
examine applicants for public and 
general assistance and other wel- 
fare programs. 


The board has two physicians, 
one on half-time and the other 
on one-fourth time, stationed at 
Grady to make these examina- 
tions. 


Board members, especially 
Chairman R. E. Dorough, have 
always taken the position that it 
is the duty of Grady to provide 
for the examinations,. and not 
the welfare board.

Keep Summit Private, 
Macmillan Urges Ike 


and his advisers met at the treas- 
ury to discuss with U.S. officials 
the Soviet economic offensive and 
means of countering it. Secretary 
of the Treasury Anderson, Secre- 
tary of Commerce Strauss and 
Under Secretary of State C. Doug- 
las Dillon represented the United 
States. 


Divergencies over exactly what 
had been decided at Camp David 
over the week-end developed Mon- 
day among British and Amer- 
icans. 

U.S. officials, for instance, in- 
sisted that the holding of a sum- 
mit conference still depends on 
whether or not the foreign min- 
isters’ meeting makes progress. 


The Prime Minister and the 
Foreign Secretary takes a differ- 
ent view. They believe the sum- 
mit conference will be held what- 
ever the outcome of the foreign 
ministers’ talks at their meeting 
here March 31 and April 1. 


Their attitude is that since only 
Premier Khrushchev can make 
decisions in the Soviet. govern- 
ment, the ministers’ meeting can 
only feel its way into the great 
issues confronting East and West. 


Even if no basis of agreement 
emerges from the foreign min- 
isters’ conference, Macmillan is 
convinced summit talks will still 
be held. 


The Prime Minister suggested 
to his hosts that this summer’s 
meeting be held in private and 
that the U.S., British, French and 
Soviet heads of government 
emerge for public sessions only 
when they have reached agree- 
ment on one issue. 


Such a meeting, Macmillan be- 
lieves, could be held in rural 
surroundings such as those. of 
Camp David — he mentioned 
Gleneagles, the golf center in 
Scotland—and the four delega- 
tions should be held to a mini- 
mum number of officials. 


Macmillan is convinced that 
the West's position in Berlin 
should not be outside the scope 
of East-West negotiations. He 
believes that Berlin should be 
used as a base for negotiations 
without prejudicing the West's 
rights there. 

This principle lies behind the 
British proposal that the West 
seek a firmer guarantee for 
Berlin. The United States does 
not accept the proposal, although 
the President and his advisers 
were willing to discuss it at 


length.

long stigma merit our gratitude. 


Val Balfour, in the lead role as 
the Christus, dispels the mistaken 
feeling that professional actors 
detract from the sincerity of a 
religious role. 


He gives a moving performance 
that is at once professional in 
quality without destroying one bit 
of the sacredness of the person 
he portrays. 


In fact one almost feels that he 
ceases to be Balfour and becomes 
Christ. This is no sacrilege—it is 
a supreme achievement that can 
make “the greatest story ever 
told” live as it never has before 
for the audience. 


The audience Monday seemed 
to leave the 20th century and be- 
come silent spectators at those 
earth-shaking events of the first 
Holy Week. In fact, so awed was 
the audience that it sat without 
sound or movement during the 
intermissions. 


The entire company, including 
some 75 Atlantans recruited as 
“extras’’ gave such a memorable 
performance that it would be diffi- 
cult to single out any one or two. 


The Passion Play continues 
through Easter Sunday with 8:15 
p.m. performances, plus matinees 
for school children at 2 p.m. 
Tuesday through Thursday and a 
2:30 p.m. matinee on Sunday.

Children’s hats in the display 
are Mrs. McRae’s very own hats 
she had carefully saved in her 
attic from her young girl and 
teen days. Somewhat more lav- 
ish than the little girls and 
young misses wear today, they 
show that elegance of the times 
was just as fashionable for 
daughters as mothers. 


There are little bonnets, sail- 
ors and cloches—some with lace 
and chin straps, others with 
feathers, flowers and tulle: Since 
little girls almost always wore 
hats, there was one for sport 
in rough straw with ribbon 
trim. 


Many of the styles were cus- 
tom designed and perhaps the 
most impressive thing about 
them is the beautiful workman- 
ship, the magnificent materials 
and the lavish trimmings.

A 
child’s background and his ré- 
lationship to and with his par- 
ents are important, deciding 
factors in determining how that 
child will turn out.’ She went 
on to say if she didn’t feel this 
way she wouldn’t have taken 
the position she now has. 
“Bars,”’ stated Miss Dickerson, 
“do not necessarily separate 
the guilty from the innocent.”

One of the most humorous twists to any fish- 
ing experience is when some angler tries to steer 
a fellow Waltonite away from good Pane: and 
puts him smack into the middle 
of something so fabulous that 
neither of them ever forgets it. 
I've seen that happen time and 
again and almost every fisher- 
man has had such an experi- 
ence to prove that the little red 
gods who watch. over such 
things, have a brand of justice 
all their own. 


Two fishing partners I know, 
had put in a rough, barren day 
on Clark Hill Lake. They had 
tried every trick which usually 


helps to load a stringer and not a one of their 
ga Basan been touched by so much as a 
yearling bass. They were sitting, despondent, in 
the boat, wondering what to try next when an- 
other craft plowed up the me and stopped a few 


yards away, over the very spot where they had 
been casting. 


“What are they hitting, fellows?” the en- 
croacher asked. 


One of my angling friends dug into his tackle 
box, found an old, rusty Johnson spoon and tossed 
it into the trespassing boat. 


“This,” he vowed, “is the hottest plug on the 
lake today.” 


The guy snapped it on the end of his casting 
line, without its accustomed bit of pork rind, and 
looked around. 


“Now if I were an old bass,” he said, half to 
himself, “‘where would I be hiding?” 


He picked out a sprig of bush 40 feet away and 
threw the rusty spoon at it. While the pair of 
anglers in the boat smirked at one another, he 
let the spoon sink and then picked up on his rod 
tip. Whamo! A four-pounder tried to take it away 
from him. He landed his bass in front of the bug- 
eyed anglers, and then put three more large- 
mouths on his stritger from the same spot, be- 


fore he thanked them profusely for the lure and 
information and pulled away to look for another 
place. 


The partners had given up their only Johnson 
spoon, but they fished around the sprig of bush 
for an hour with everything in their tackle box, 
without getting a strike. 


I was on a central Florida lake with a compan- 
ion. We had taken a good string of largemouths 
from along a certain bank and when we came 
back by one of the fishing camps, several anglers 
asked where we had caught them. My partner 
directed them to another shoreline, a mile down 
the lake, ‘“‘to keep the guys out of our hair,”’ he 
explained. It is not too strange that at dark, every 
boat .we directed down the lake came in with 
good strings of bass and we didn’t get a bump 
all afternoon. 


Bob Hogg, Bill Rae and I were fishing a lake 
in the Wyoming high country. We were using 
spoons and having right good success with rain- 
bow trout that weighed from 3 to 5 pounds. Bill 
tied into a big rainbow that was larger than any-

thing we’d seen and I was holding the net ready 
when Bob came down the bank from where he 
had been fishing. 


“Lost my lure on the bottom,” he said. “You 
got another one like it?’”’ 


I dug the little tackle kit out of my hip pocket 
and saw that I didn’t have but one more spoon 
like they’d been hitting, so I selfishly handed him 
a Voblex, which is a foreign spinning bait with a 
heavy rubber head. 


“Try this,” I said, as Bill brought his big 
trout close enough for the net. 


Bob trudged back to his spot. I was just get- 
ting ready to make a cast of my own when I 
heard him howl, “Bring the net!”’ 


With the lure I had passed off on him, Bob took 
our largest rainbow of the day, at close to 10 
pounds. You think I got my Voblex back? Bob 
wouldn’t even fish with it any more himself.

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Polluted Chattahoochee Halts 


ConditionsPoor 
Biologist Says 


Back yard trout fishing for At- 
lantans suffered another setback 
Monday. 


Severe pollution, which stretches 
downstream on the Chattahoochee 
River some 14 miles from Su- 
wanee Creek, has forced the Geor- 
gia Game and Fish Commission 
to take a second look at the put- 
and-take program it has proposed. 


Commission director Fulton 
Lovell said the pollution definite- 
ly will have a bearing on this 
project. 


Fisheries biologists made sev- 
eral studies of the Chattahoo- 
chee during 1958 te determine 
whether or not trout could be 
successfully established in that 
river. 


Thus far the studies say no. A' 
lack of oxygen during critical | 
periods of the year point toward | 
the project’s fatality, biologists | 
fear. 


At its best the Chattahoochee is 
a “‘marginal’’ stream for trout be- 
low the Lake Lanier dam. If any 
trout are introduced it would be 
on a put-and-take basis similar 
to many stocked mountain 
streams. 


If conditions ever prove suit- 
able, it is the Commission's in- 
tentions to establish trout from 
the Sydney Lanier dam south to 
Roswell. 


Howard Zeller, Commission 
biologist who discovered the pol- 
lution situation, said no dead 
fish were found. But the river 
“definitely is polluted,” he said. 


Despite the current findings, 
the project is not officially dead. 


“We will continue to investigate 
the situation,” Lovell said, “‘until 
we are completely satisfied one 
way or another. 


‘It is our desire to provide the 
best fishing for as many Georgia 
fishermen as possible without 
spending money needlessly.

every state government is busy 
with some sort of study or legisla- 
tive proposal to comply with pro- 
visions of the Federal Boating 
Act. 


Many Georgians feared the last 
General Assembly would impose 
unwise and discriminary restric- 
tions on the state’s boaters. It is 
true that there is danger of taking 
the fun out of this sport with un- 
necessary controls. 


But it was to the salvation of 
all Georgia skippers that pro- 
posed legislation got tangled in 
political wrangles, allowing time 
for further study. 


A resolution was passed estab- 
lishing a committee to examine 
boating laws and design a bill for 
introduction at the 1960 session. 
It is made up of members of the 
House and Senate conservation 
committees and director Fulton 
Lovell of the Georgia Game and 
Fish Commission. 


Lovell heads a similar commit- 
tee for the Southeastern Confer- 
ence of Game and Fish Commis- 
sioners. 


A model boating law was cre- 
ated by the federal act, giving 
states a solid framework for 
their individual needs. Georgia 
likely will follow this same pat- 
tern.

DETROIT (#—The nation’s auto- 
mobile retailers are highly satis- 
fied with sales volume, moder- 
ately happy with profit and en- 
thusiastic over the future, Auto- 
motive News reported Monday. 


Reporting on a cross-country 
survey, the trade paper said, 
however, that ‘there were no 
strong indicators as to whether 
1959 will prove—in the long run— 
to be a banner year for new car 
sales or simply a good one.” 


The paper also published reg- 
istration figures showing Chevro- 
let outsold Ford in January, 106,- 
500 units to 96,500; Pontiac out- 
sold Buick about 25,500 to 21,600. 
Compared with last year, Buick 
was down from approximately 
27,000 deliveries, and only a step 
ahead of Rambler. 


American Motors’ Rambler reg- 
istrations numbered about 21,000 
compared with 8,600 a year ago. 
Studebaker was up to 9,400 against 
3,500 in January a year ago. 


Imported car registrations for 
January numbered about 36,000 
compared with 19,300 in the like 
1958 month. 


“There is NO question,’’ Auto- 


will top 1958." Querying dealers in 
major marketing centers it found 
that: 


“Sales have shown an en- 
couraging growth so far in March 
and in most cases are far ahead 
of a year ago. Profits have slow- 
ly increased with passing of the 
winter doldrums and improved 
over the 1958 period.
